Meyers, cashier of the Helena Bank- 
ing Co. and others armed with shot- 
guns and revolvers rushed 
to 
the 


•bank. They .were met with a volley 
of-shots and 'sought shelter. 


•The .yeggs in. the bank continued 


their work while five or six of their 
party stood outside and warned the 
citizens not to come near. Ten shots 
were exchanged by robbers and citi- 
zens. The robbers worked until tne 
crowd of citizens became 
so 
large 


that they feared to stay longer. 


Covering their retreat with gun 


shots the robbers separated into two 
gauss and escaped. 
It is thought 


they had automobiles waiting at the 
edge of town. The front door of the 
•bank had been broken open with a 
sledge hammer. The outer doors of 
the old style wall safe also were 
smashed. NHro glycerin was used to 
blow the inner doors leading to the 
•safe deposit boxes. The boxes were 
.shattered by the explosion. Office 
furniture was wrecked and the ex- 
plosion blew oat the windows.

Wilson's course of action in connec- 
tion with Germany's peace proposals 
remained undecided today while he 
awaited the official proffer

the central powers have asked the 
IJnited States to transmit to their 
enemies.

was to safeguard his usefulness as 
a peacemaker by omitting any com-

and informal, to intimate the sincere

United States was thrown into the 
balance.

Abroad it desires to persuade neu- 
trals that he allies are pursuing-a 
policy of ambition. That is the e:x- 
>lanation of the pretended modera- 
ion in the tone of speech.

ferings and sacrifices 
of another 


winter campaign. 
If only the civil- 


ian population had to' endure this not 
much harm would be done, but the 
army is beginning to feel the strain. 
During the last few weeks rations 
have been reduced; and in three 
months' time they will be very poor 
indeed. 
Germany is compelled to 


talk peace, but she does it as vague- 
ly as possible in.the hope of spread- 
ing dissension among her enemies 
and keeping her coalition together.'^ 


In an article in the Figaro, Alfred 


Capus, dramatist 
and 
member of 
French academy writes: 


"What of the conditions? What is 


the whole thing for? We want peace, 
too, but our peace is not theirs. 
What, then are Germany's condi- 
tions? Nothing precise. She informs 
us only, that her 
pretensions 
are 


moderate and proposes to us to stop 
the war while she defines them. As 
soon as we lay down our arms, 
as 


soon as the image of 
peace shall 


have done its work of disturbing -our 
minds and a peace party shall have 
been formed in France, Russia* and 
England, then Germany will enlight- 
en us on the conditions which she 
now calls moderate.

Spraying fruit trees with lime-sul- 


phur wash and with soluble oils con- 
trolled San Jose scale When properly 
applied, 
while powdered sulphur 


compounds gave promising results in 
expreimental tests conducted by en- 
tomologists of the Ohio Experiment 
Station Cure-alls were unsuccessful. 


Little difference in effectiveness 


was noted between home-boiled lime- 
sulphur and the commercial form 
mixed with seven parts of water and 
applied in early spring. Soluble oils, 
mixed with 15 parts of water, 
are 


also recommended. 


Powder sprays, as soluble sulphur 


compound, barium, sulphur and Mo- 
doc soluble sulphur, gave variable 
results in killing- the scale insects. 
The Station experts do not discrimi- 
nate against such materials but say 
they should be used only in an ex- 
perimental way.

After three year's trials in send- 


ing apple's in corrugated strawboard 
cartons by parcel post, the Depart- 
ment of Horticulture of 
the 
Ohio 


Experiment Station has found -that 
the fruit will carry to almost any 
distance with little or no injury. The 
use of parcel post, however, is not 
advised for 
shipments 
Ueyond the 


second zone because the postage is 
much greater than the express rate. 


Half peck and peck boxes were 
sent to several different states, in- 
cluding Colorado, Texas and Florida. 
One box was sent to British Guiana. 
In practically all cases the apples 
reached their destination with no or 
only slight bruises. The 
one-piece 


slotted package was found 4he most 
satisfactory type for shipments. 


forms heads is necessary in control- 
ling the pest.

Furnace Slag. 


Recent tests conducted at the 


Ohio Experiment Station indicates 
that slag from blast furnaces is not 
as efficient as limestones and lime 
for correcting 
acidity 
in the soil. 


Basing his statements 
upon 
these 


tests, J, W. Ames. State chemist, in 
the December Monthly Bulletin, ad- 
vises farmers not to substitute slag 
for any form of lime except in an 
experimental way. 


The reason given for the inferiori- 


ty of the slag is that the calcium 
and magnesium are combined as sil- 
icates and much larger amounts of 
this furnace by-product must he used 
lhan are necessary with 13me. 
In 


one test at the Experiment Station 
an application of eight tons of slag 
per acre was not as effective as four 
tons of limestone.

The party however was short liv- 


ed, as Bowser 
after 
serving his 


guests refreshments in the way of 
beating Reed in 11 minutes, of easy 
\\restlmn bioke up the gathering 
by indulging in 
a 
game 
called 


"slam." This, not only broke up the 
entertainment for the evening, 
but 


proved considerably 
distasteful 
to 


the guest of honor. 


In other words Bowser mussed 


up Ed Reed to the extent that after] 
he had secured two straight falls in 
the short time of 12 1-2 minutes of 
actual wrestling, the Akron man con- 
fessed that he had been fooled by the 
champion 
He said Bowser was the 


best man in the world at his weight 
and hard to beat. 


In addition to this satisfying con-j 


fession on the part of Reed, he ad- 
mitted without fear 
of 
successful 


contradiction, that Bowser was the 
best man he had ever wrestled. And 
he said he had met and defeated the 
best niiddleweights in 
the 
United 


States 


"I was beat fairly 
by a better 


man," Reed said after the match. "I 
had watched Bowser wrestle since' 
September 28 and thought I knew 
his style well enough to defeat him. 
But he fooled me." 


The match, while short, probably 


gave the best line on Bowser's grap- 
pling ability they ever had. The 
first fall was tame. Reed was never 
off the defensive, while the cham- 
pion just plaved along, making the 
going hard for the challenger.

time Reed striking on his back with 
great force. The final blam was too 
much for Eddie and Paul had little 
difficulty in holding his man on the 
mat till Webber declared the win- 
ner. 


Reed was outclassed from the mo- 


ment he challenged Bo\\ser until the 
final fall last night. When Bowsei 
rose from the mat, Reed staggered to 
his feet and reeled like a drunken 
man for several minutes.
